2. THE IMPORTANCE OF THIS TRANSACTION TO U.S. EXPORTS IS SOMEWHAT 
GREATER THAN THE VALUE OF THIS PROGRAM BY ITSELF, LARGE AS THAT 
IS. THE U.S. HAS FOR MANY YEARS HAD COMPLETE DOMINATION OF THE 
AUSTRALIAN MARKET FOR COMMERCIAL TRANSPORT AIRCRAFT. THE 
INTERRUPTION OF THIS U.S. MARKET IN THE EVENT THAT A MAJOR 
EUROPEAN AIRCRAFT WERE ADOPTED FOR THE WIDE-BODY GENERATION 
WOULD BE A THREAT TO THE CONTINUITY OF THE U.S. AIRCRAFT SALES
